The President and congress agree that 
there Is Intlntlon. and that somcthlnB ought 
to be done about It. Political commentators 
."iay Mr. Trumnn ha.s put the GOP majority on 
the spot by demanding that congrc.is adopt 
hU antl-lnflatlon program. 

-■The clght-polnt program offered to the 
special .-icsslon is. a.s the President .<!ald. a 
allghtly revamped rehash of the proposals 
he made to the regular sc.'i.'iloii last year. 

President Truman ha.-; seized a preferred 
position by offering a positive program which 
congrc.is will not adopt and lor which It has, 
n.i yet, offered no alternative. But to us con- 
Bumcrs. who arc more Intore.sted In the high 
cost of llvlrif; than in political Jockeying, this 
la not enough. 

The lundnmentnl reason we have Inflation 
Is because the American people have more 
"money" than there are goods to .spend it for. 
"Money" means not only cash, but bank ac- 
counts, bonds, credit — anything that can bo 
used to buy something. 

There nro two ways to control inflation. 
One Is by making enough goods to balance 
the supply of money. The other Is by reducing 
the supply of money to a level with that of 
goods. 

President Truman, many labor unions and 
some others propose a third way. It Is Includ' 
od In four of the President's eight points. 
It la to restore government control over 
prices, rents, rationing, and allocation and 
Inventory control of key materials. 

It may be that auch controls will prove 
desirable ns stop-gap measures. Many who 
oppose them on principle are weakening. But 
It Is Important to recognize those controls as 
mere sedatives, not cures. To the extent that 
thoy work they relieve pain, but they do 
nothing about what Is causing the pain, ond 
tho minute you stop taking them you suffer 
worse than ever. 

In extromo cases physicians give opiates to 
•ase pain while the patient is dying. But this 
cmuitry and its economy are not dying. We 
may need an opiate, but if so we need It only 
to keep us quiet while the doctor Is curing 
the maladjustments that are responsible for 
our troubles. 

So there are many who feel that we must 
not adopt the opiates of government controls 
unless, at the same time, we do something 
about the unbalance of "money" and goods 
that Is causing inflation. 

We should not yet have forgotten the vari- 
ous types of black markets that made price 
and rationing controls of doubtful value 
before they were dropped after the war. 

Neither should we yet have forgotten the 
enormous pressure of high costs and eager 
desires, built up under tho thin crust of war- 
time controls, that blew up and dynamited 
prices to the skies the moment controls were 
taken off. 

The non-partisan. non-poUtlcal criticism 
of President Truman's antl-lnflatlon program 
Is not that it goes too far, but rather that 
half of it isn't even aimed at the roots of the 
poisonous plant, and tho rest of It only strikes 
at a few of the smaller branches.

They have used him. as his best friends 
most Ukoly have tried to tell him, as they 
have used Red sympathizers in satellite coun- 
tries. Thoy mean to use his third party, not 
only In 1048 but also In future years, to obtain 
a permanent political toehold In the United 
States— a toehold which cannot be broken 
by congressional Investigators or grand Jury 
Indictments. 

Unless Mr. Wallace docs denounce these 
Bovlet associates, he may be recorded In his- 
tory as an enemy of hLi country. And Idaho, 
having supplied him with a running mate. 
Sen. Glen Taylor, may wish to thumb over 
the pages of that history hurriedly.

It Is democracy at work and now 
there are 1.SD0 such aroups In Ohio 
since Louis Warblngton organised 
the first 13 years ago In his own 
community in Shelby county. O. 

Several months ago Loulu War- 
blngton went to Qcrmany on n com- 
mittee of five sent by tho state de- 
partment to study conditions there 
nmona fnnns. He went rlRht out 
Into tlie asrlcultural areas nnd hold 
meetlna after meeting at which ho 
told the farm people about our 
country and our people, about our 
democracy, about liow we do thlnRs 
together, and orEntilzcd some SO 
dlscu.vslon groups such aa those he 
Btarted In Ohio. 

■ ssw thst there were two tJilngs 
needed by thejc people — food ^nnd 
education about what the United 
Stales can mean to them.

the six other countries ho visited. 
Out ot his experiences he evolved 
. an for direct contact of our 
people with the people of Qermnny 
to sUn with food. 

was a very simple Idea to work 
out a big Idea, which Is to encour- 
nao our kind ot democracy In Eur- 
In his opinion this big Idea 
must bealn with Gcnnany because 
Germany Is normally tlic core of 
Europe and Is the natural bulwark 
for democracy aanlnst tho commu- 
nl.st Ideology of Rui.ila. 
Ho decided to start tho plan In 
Is own county which Is In weaiem 
Ohio, Because of antagonism to 
Germany, our former enemy, ho 
knew ho would have to broach the 
Idea acntly. Bo first ho talked In 
general terms about tho condition 
IB people Bencrally In Europe 
and how they needed American help 
an understanding of American 
. and Ideas. Then, explaining 
how Geminny must be democratized 
It there is to be real and lastlna 
democracy In Europe, he sprang liLs 
plan. 

The plan was lo raUn (50,000 
among tho people In Shelby county 
to buy food lo send lo people In 
Germany. But It was to bo more 
than sending food Impersonally. It 
to be a bridge to open up com- 
munication between people here 
nnd people In Germany. Everybody 
In the community would i>nrllcl- 
pate. 

Thus was "neighbors In action" 
organJied among the people of 
Shelby county through 13 local or- 
ganlutlons of all sorts. Tlie money 
raised In n campiilKn. Then 
tho food was bought und put into 
packoRes coninlnlnR between 31 and 
33 pounds each by local volunteer 
rorkcrs, making B.OOO packages of 
total ot around 350,000 pounds, 
t was a community project. 
They bouKht carefully to get as 
much fowl ns poulble for their 
money nnd also got n^^Litance from 
local concerns In proccs.-^lnj;. For 
example, Instead of buying flour at 
retail or wholesale, they bouKht 2,- 
000 ba^hcls of wheat which was 
milled at cost by a local miller of 
German ancestry. Lard was bnught 
'holesale In bis drums and put into 
ne-pound coiis by an n.l.^cmhly 
no o( local volunteers under su- 
pervision of an expert loaned by a 
local packing company. 

To open direct contact there went 

ito each package a letter written 
In German, along with photoBraplis 
of the American family sending It. 
Tho letter said that the writer knew 

t the plight of tho Ocmian people 
nnd wanted to help and a.-.ked that 
Uie recipient write back In nn en- 
closed self-addres-sed envelope nnd 
tell about tlie family that received 
It and If poMlble cnelo.se photo- 
graphs of the German family, their 
home, school nnd church.

Rcportlns In the annals of aller- 
by, Rowe said that food allenty tcver 
hod In the post often been diag- 
nosed as psychogenic lever, subclin- 
ical tubcrculojls, undulant fever or 
other questlonatilo tntectiotis. 

Becausa of tho inaccurate diag- 
nosis, he said, there may have been 
unnecessary 0[>erallans on tonsils, 
appendices, gall bladders and pelvic 
organs. 

NecdlcM Bariery 

Furthermore, he said that surgery 
hoi been pcrlcmicd on nasnl sin- 
uses because o{ the association of 
fever with nnsal congeillon "ana 
especially wltli swollen membranes 
In the outer or other slnaiu which 
were not duo lo Infection but to 
allergy, eapccUlb' to foods." 

"Such fever." ha said, "olten has 
constituted ths chief reason for 
prolonged unneces-iory Inactivity or 
vaeotlons. for bed rest in hospitals 
or sanitaria, and tor extensive clini- 
cal laboratory inveatlKatlons." 

Proved in Fallent 
, To strengthen his theorj'. Rowe 
reported a case ot prolonged aller- 
gic fever that was preceded by a 
life-long averaion for mlllc lie oaia 
thft patient was a Rlrl of IB who had 
been In a hoipltal for montJis. 
WlOiln M hours after she was 
placed on an elimination diet which 
excludes the common allerny-caiia- 
Ine foods her (ever dropped. 

Now the paUenl in free of fever 
■nd Is well. Dr Howe snld, 

Rowo reported that hy addlnjt 
food* one at a time to the strict 
diet, allergists wrro able to deter- 
mine that main cause of her aller- 
gic fever was milk. Food allergy, he 
said, should be considered as a cause 
of fever when physical examination 
»nd laboralory studies fall to ex- 
plain the fever.
